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 (A) THIS SECTION APPLIES TO AN INDIVIDUAL WHO SERVED ON THE 1 

BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS FOR ONLY THREE TERMS BETWEEN 1994 2 

THROUGH 2002 AND BETWEEN 2006 THROUGH 2010. 3 

 

 (B) (1) AN INDIVIDUAL DESCRIBED IN SUBSECTION (A) OF THIS 4 

SECTION SHALL RECEIVE A PENSION WHEN THAT INDIVIDUAL CEASES TO SERVE 5 

ON THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS IN THE ANNUAL AMOUNT OF $150 6 

FOR EACH YEAR SERVED AS A MEMBER OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 7 

COMMISSIONERS. 8 

 

  (2) A PENSION PAID UNDER THIS SUBSECTION SHALL BE PAID IN 9 

PERIODIC INSTALLMENTS AT LEAST MONTHLY. 10 

 
 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 11
